Dear Mr. Weisberg: 

Thank you for your letter of April 15. 

While I respect your belief that Robert Kennedy's 
apparently passive response to his brother's murder had 
nothing to do with his being, in effect, a hostage to the 
chief investigator of the crime, I cannot help feel that 
Robert Kennedy was subtilely coerced into accepting the 
conclusions of the FBI's and the Warren Commission's re- 
spective investigations of the assassination. 

Sure everybody knew that Hoover had collected 
dirt on the Kennedy s and just about everyone else. But 
Attorney General Robert Kennedy's affiar with Marilyn 
Monroe was a special case. You have doubtless read Anthony 
Summers' book, GODDESS - The Secret Lives of Marilyn Monroe. 

I have discussed with Mr. Summers Robert Kennedy ' s complex 
relationship with Marilyn Monroe and how Hoover came to 
Kennedy's aid immediately after Miss Monroe's death on August 
4, 1962, by ordering his agents in Los Angeles to confiscate 
records of telephone calls between Kennedy and the actress 
during her last days. 

What J. Edgar Hoover knew about the Attorney General's 
relationship with Marilyn Monroe and what he did to cover it 
up I believe put Bobby Kennedy forever in Hoover's debt. 

Hoover knew this and therefore knew he could get away with 
a fraudulent investigation of the assassination of Bobby's 
brother. 



I have talked to quite a few people who were close 
to Bobby Kennedy after the assassination and the consensus 
is that, in addition to feelings of grief, Bobby was also 
overwhelmed by feelings of guilt. Guilt over having pro- 
moted aggressive campaigns against Castro's Cuba and organized 
crime that may have backfired on his brother, and guilt over 
his inability to influence the investigation of his brother's 
murder. 
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I agree with you that Bobby's passive acquiescence 
to the findings of the FBI and the Warren Commission in thier 
investigations of his brother's death quite possibly could 
have given his enemies the idea they could get away with 
killing him. 

I would be grateful for whatever other ideas you 
have on this subject.
